Impoſbible it is , but the bloud 
of God ſhould rife. But ah the miſery! The 
{cruant is not aboue his Lord , the Diſci- 
ple isnotaboue his Maſter,the member's 
not aboue the Head. And riſe we cannor, 
poſſibly, buras our Head did,vpon a third 
Day. And to riſe vpon a third Day, it is 
impoſlible, vnleſſe rwo dayes goe before it. 
Nay,norreſtcan we poſliblyvpon a /econd 
day, vnleſſerhe firſt day goe before it. So 
it is ordered now, and there is nobrea- 
kingofit: Noskipping to the Reſarrefii- 
on day, without both the Sabbarh,and pre- 
paration: No, nor any getting to the Sab- 
bath, without- wee take our riſe at the 
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preparation. The "if botk toreſt, and ri- 
ſing is hecre onely. Is there no riſe heere 
at combar with the croſſe 2? Why then no 
relt in death, and then, no happineſle in 
the reſurrection. Is there no fighring faith 
with baſe and diſhonourable temprati-_ 
ons? why then no reft:ng hope, and then, 
0 rifing loue. Had nor Chrilt refiſied vn- 
to death, Hee had nor died in conqueſt; 
and had Henot diedſo, Hee had nor riſes 
in triumph: and glory. But all this our 
Prince and Preſident mult doe, and did 
for vs, and all this wee muſt doe forhim. 
Andif all chis weedoe, and in-this order; 
If faith feele a good Friday, and hauc fo 
fought with the Croſſe; as at the houre 
of death, though fairh die, yer hope and 
lone ſtand conquerours aboue all temp- 
tations. Then as ſure-as Chriſt our bead, - 
conquer'd vponthe preparation, reſted yp- 
on the Sabbath, and rolc againe ypon the 
third day; loſure:ſhall our hope reſt ſecure 
and {weetly in death,onr ſecond day,and at- 
ter dearh our loue ſhall riſc;intriumphivp- 
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on thethird Day, to cnioy that happineſſe, 
' thar faith fought for heere, bope refted in, 
in death, and lowe oncly enioyes withour 
night or faile. To which happincſſe, He 
bring vs, that, to purchaſe it as deerely as 
glorioully for vs, was crucified, Jed be- 
ricd, and role againe the third Day, Iclus 
Chriſt the righteous: To whom, with 
Godthe Father, and God the Holy Ghoſt, 
onetrue, cternall, cuer-liuing, onely wiſe 
God, be aſcribed,asis molt due, all ho- 

nour, prayſc, power, glory, dominion.
